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CHAPTER 241. 

AN ACT to authorize the mayor and common council of the 
eity of Lancaster to convey a certain cemetery to the Lan-
caster cemetery association. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

Authority to convey; description of ground. SECTION 1. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Lancaster, in 
Grant county, Wisconsin, are authorized and empowered to 
grant and convey unto the Lancaster cemetery association, an 
association duly organized under .chapter 59, statutes of 1898, 
and acts amendatory thereto, that certain cemetery, now owned 
by said city of Lancaster described as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing at the northeast corner of the northwest quar-
ter of section number eleven in township number four north, 
range number three west, running thence west twenty-two rods, 
thence south forty rods, thence east twenty-two rods, thence north 
forty rods to the place of beginning; also commencing at the 
northwest corner of the northeast quarter of section number 
eleven in township number four north, range number three west. 
running thence east seventeen rods, nineand one-half feet, thence 
south forty rods, thence west seventeen rods, nine and one-half 
feet, thence north forty rods to the place of beginning, all in 
Grant county, Wisconsin, saving and reserving to the owners of 
lots therein, all their beneficial interests and rights in said ceme-
tery and none other ; said cemetery association thereafter to keep 
said cemetery in repair and suitably protect, improve, manage 
and control the same as by the statutes in such case made and 
provided. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
